The general Malady, here, and in England, is 
both a publick and private Poverty: What is 
meant by Poverty, is the want of Circulating Caſh 


ſufficient to ſupply publick Expences, the carrying

Wherever there is not a Sufficiency 
of Caſh for theſe Purp6ſes, the Nation is not only 
poor, but by the Uſe of Credit inſtead of an 
actual Currency, muſt neceſſarily grow more ſo, 
as that will certainly burthen and decreaſe Trade, 
that only Means of procuring Money to a Nation, 
where Bullion is not the natural Produce, but mw 

be acquired by Barter with others. 

Circulation of Caſh is to a Nation, what Blood 
and animal Spirits are to the human Body; a Re- 
pletion may render it ſwoln and indolent; as a 
Scarcity, weak, diſpirited, and incapable to per- 
form its proper F unctions; but a Proper (my 

is perfect Health. 

The National Wealth ſhould be diſtributed be- 
tween the Government and the People, in Propor- 
tion to the Neceſſities of each; for if the People 
are rich, but the Government poor, and ill ſup- 
plied by i its Revenues, it takes the Power -from 
the Hands in which it ſhould be lodged, and tranſ- 
fers it to that many-headed Monſter, the uncertain 
People. On the contrary, when the Riches of the 


Country are drawn into the Hands of Govern-
